WASHINGTON (UPI)-For the 
second time this session, the Su­ 
preme Court directed a lower 
court to re-examine a case in­ 
volving a city vs. rural voter dis­ 
pute over apportionment of a 
stale legislature. 
Today’s order was directed to 
the Michigan Supreme C o u r t 
which in IMO dismissed a suit 
challenging an apportiowgenf pro­ 
vision of the sUte constitution. 
The brief order said the state 
tribunal should examine the case 
in thy light of the U.S. Supreme 
Court's precedent-setting Tonnes- 
reapportionment decision of 
March 26. 
The high court, ruled then that 
federal tribunals have power to 
hear such cases, although it did 
not set any guidelines as to what 
constitutes fair apportionment. 
Justice John M. Harlan wrote a 
dissent to today's action as he did 
in the Tennessee case. He said his 
coUeaguet were being less than 
forthright with the Michigan tri­ 
bunal. 
Justice Tora C Clark, joined by 
Justice Potter Stewart, disputed 
Harlan’s view. Clark noted that 
the Michigan court had ruled be­ 
fore the Tennessee decision had 
been made. 
The Michigan case was started 
by August Sc bdle of Detroit, 
president of the state AFL-CIO.
